Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: could not reach agreement on whether the Tyrell et aL reference US 
5487699 discloses the influence of the stunning gas is adjused while the animals are in the stunning gas by shortening 
or lengthening a conveying time and adjusting a conveying route within the stunning gas. The examiner's position is 
that the conveyor portion - at 24 is an intermittent drive as seen in column 3 lines 60-67, and therefore the speed of the 
conveyor - at 24 is adjusted to allow for a shortened or lengthened amount of time for each crate - at 22 to be in the 
stunning gas as seen in figure 1 . Further, as seen in the dotted lines of figure 1 the conveyor - at 24 is located in the 
stunning gas when moved vertically downward into the stunning chamber - at 10. Further, it is the examiner's position 
that the conveying route is adjusted in that the conveying route which encompasses the conveyors - at 20,23,24,28,31- 
32 and 34 is adjusted from moving the crates - at 22, vertically as seen - at 23,24 and 31-32 and then moved 
horizontally as seen - at 20,24,28,34 as seen in figure 1 Therefore, it is the examiner's position that the claimed 
limitations are disclosed. Applicant's position on the adjusting of the convreying time and conveying route differs in that 
applicant argues that each of successive crate - at 22 of the Tyrrell et al. reference move along the same path as seen 
via the conveyors - at 20,23,24,28,31,32,34 in figure 1 and therefore the route of the crates - at 22 remains unchanged 
for each crate carried by the conveyors. Applicant further argues that 6ven if the conveyor - at 24 is moved via an 
intermittent drive, the influence of the gas on the crates - at 22, is the same inside the gas in the stunning chamber - at 
10 as seen in figure 1. No resolution was made regarding the differing views on the teachings of the Tyrrell et al. 
reference in that the examiner is maintaining the rejections as set forth in the final rejection dated 4-26-05 and deems 
the rejections to be proper. Further, discussed amending the independent claims to include the limitatations of the 
conveying path being adjusted through the stunning gas in the stunning chamber to overcome the Tyrrell et al. 
reference. The Tyrrell et al. reference as seen in figure 1 shows the crates - at 22 as each being conveyed along the 
same path via the conveyors - at 20,23,24,28.31,32,34 as seen in figure 1 . Therefore, at first glance it appears that this 
amendment may overcome the Tyrrell et al. reference under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) however further consideration of the 
Tyrrell et al. reference and other references cited and a further search would be needed to determine patentabilty of 
this amendment. Therefore applicant is considering filing a request for continued examination (RCE) along with the 
proposed amendment. 
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
